Through Aiding Franco 


® Monsignor Fulton Sheen, of the Catholic 
University, chose Jersey City last night to 
make a recruiting speech for General Franco 
of Spain. 

Turning to a young All-American foot- 
ball player, named Edmund Franco, Mgr. 
Sheen advised him to “go to Spain and give 
some support to your namesake.” 

We don’t think that Mgr. Sheen will get 
the thanks of the Spanish Catholics who suf- 
fered the agonies of the Guernica massacre 
nor of the hundreds of thousands of Spanish 
Catholics and priests who are defending 
democracy with their blood. 


Nor do we think that the German Cath- 
olics who are feeling the brunt of Hitler’s 
persecutions will look upon this recruiting 
for Hitler’s stooge, Franco, with any marked 
delight, either. 

We can understand why Hitler and Mus- 
solini should recruit for Franco. After all, 
Hitler is getting the Spanish iron mines and 
Mussolini has been promised the quicksilver 
mines in Southern Spain as well as control 
of the Mediterranean. 

Why should a young American shed his 
blood for the sacred glory of Hitler, Musso- 
lini and the Spanish monachy? 

Gen. Franco is an avowed admirer of 
fascism and a believer in monarchy. Even 
his best friends, including Mr. Carney of The 
New York Times, don’t deny it. 

You can’t defend fascism in Spain and 
believe in democracy for America. Neither 
can you aid Hitler through aiding Franco 
and still pretend to believe in religious free-

OBODY has yet successfully defined a liberal, and

Liberalism, obviously, is the 
political reflection of the vacillating middle class, and hence is destined 
to wobble. The New Republic is a well-edited, fair, honest journal of 
opinion that was born, unfortunately, to wobble. It reached a dizzy 
crisis during the last war, when it whooped it up for Morgan's crusade 
long before the rest of the country. It has gone into another tail-spin 
on the peace situation today. Now it thinks the way to get peace is 
to pretend that there is no fascism in Europe, Asia and South America; 
why should our democracy care? 

Well, they were born with the blind staggers, and will die with 
them, I suppose. As a good and loyal member of the People’s Front, 
however, I am willing to go along with them on any inch of the road 
we can stagger together. 

But I didn’t ever think the New Republic would print a line that 
would even remotely try to gild or soften the monstrous face of fas- 
cism. That's just what. has happened, in the January 12th issue. 

Stark Young, one of the editors, answers a young Italian who had 
told in the same journal of his visit to his, mative village, and what 
fascism did there. Mr. Young pooh-poohs the whole story. In his own 
ambiguous language, he tries to sneak across the idea that the Italians 
are racially destined to fascism. 

“And remotely,” he says, in his precious, foggy style, “quite regard- 
leas of fascist pros and cons, is the approach to the theory of a totali- 
tarian state somewhat different in a people with this combined accept- 
ance and violence of the Mediterranean, with its timeless patterns, 
those centuries, those historic finalities, diffuse, mystical, dynamic?”
